Sprague-Davley albino rats were used for test purposes, The 
test material was administered in single doses by means of a 
stomach tube. Five animals were used f o r  each dose level.
The animals were fasted for 24 hours prior to treatment. The 
animals were observed for 14 days after treatment f o r  mortalities 
and signs of toxicity.

Signs of Toxicity: Rats at the 215 /k$ dose level exhibited slight 
signs of cholinesterase inhibition Tw thin 40 minutes, but were
normal within 16 hours. At the 464 mg/kg dose level.rats exhibited 

moderate to slight cholinesterase inhibition with 'lachrymationand 

diarrhea until the second day. They were slightly 'depressed,

after five days they were normal. At the 1000 and 2150 mgJkg 

level rats exhibited moderate to severe cholinesterase inhibition 

and lachrymation.

Hazardous Substances Labeling Act, P a r t  191.11, Chapter 1, T i t l e  2: 
i n  that i r r i t a t i o n  i s  determined af ter  a 4-hour exposure per iod
r a t h e r  than k f t e r  the previously requi red  24-hour exposure period.
In the proposed t e s t ,  readings are made 4 - 24- and 48-hours a f t e r  
t r e a t n e n t .  Animals are t o  be  r e t a i n e d  f o r  observation 96 hours 
af ter  i n i t i a l  app l i ca t ion .  Any delayed nec ros i s  w i l l  be  repor ted ,
but t h e  da ta  will not b e  used i n  determination of i r r i t a t i o n  
i n d i c e s .

The procedure employed is i n  accordance wi th  the  test f o r  eye
i r r i t a n t s  out l ined i n  t h e  code of Federal  Regulations ( P a r t  191.12,
Chap, 1, Title 21> f o r  evaluating hazardous substarices. 

S i x  New Zealand r abb i t s  i n  the  1.6-2.1 kg w e i7ht range w e r e  used 
as t he  t es t  animals. The tes t  material w a s  p-aced i n  one eye of 
each animal by gently pul l ing  the  lower l i d  away from t he  eyeball  
t o  form a cup into vhich the tes t  material i s  dropped. The l i d s  
w e r e  gently held together f o r  t h ree  seconds and t h e  animal re­
leased. The other  eye,  remaining untreated, served as t h e  control.  
The eyes were observed at 24- 48- and 72-hours following treatment 
and scored for i r r i t a t i o n  propert ies .

The tes t  procedure employed is i n  accordance with the  procedure
descr ibed i n  t h e  Code of Federal  Regulations (Part 191.1, Chap I, 
T i t l e  21) f o r  evaluat ing highly tox ic  substances. 

New Zealand white a lb ino  r a b b i t s ,  i n  the  1.8-2.3 weight range w e r e  
used i n  t h i s  study. TWO male and two female r a b b i t s  had t h e  t e s t  
material appl ied  t o  t he  c lose ly  cl ipped,  i n t a c t  abdominal skin-
beneath a pro tec t ive  binder.  A f t e r  a 24-hour period, t he  binder  
material was removed, the  abdominal sk in  w a s  inspected f o r  i r r i ta­
t i o n ,  and the  t es t  s i t e  w a s  washed with soap and water and rewrapped
i n  a gauze binder .  The t es t  animals w e r e  observed f o r  a 14-day
per iod  following the  i n i t i a l  treatment.-

Five  male and f ive  female Sprague-Dawle a lb ino  rats were exposed 
t o  t h e  t es t  material f o r  one hour i n  a $2 l i t e r ,  pos i t i ve  pressure
inha la t ion  chamber. Ten animals w e r e  used a t  each concentrat ion 
level. The animals w e r e  observed for 14 days, after exposure, for 
s igns  of  t ox ic i ty .

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G. CHRONIC STATIC RAT INHALATION 

TEST MATERIAL: SAFIDOhl 50 W T-4886 

NO EFFECT LEVEL: > 5 Ldays, 4 hours per day. 

Five Tnale and female Sprague Dawley albino rats were used f o r  
tes t  purposes, The exposures w e r e  performed i n  an e'ight cubic 
foot  p lex ig lass  s ta t ic  inha la t ion  chamber. The test material 
w a s  exposed i n  4 open p e t r i  dishes beneath a w i r e  g r id  ins ide  
the  chamber, The w i r e  g r i d  w a s  taped i n  four places above the  
p e t r i  d ishes  t o  keep out  rat  feces. The samples were weiged
before t e s t i n g ,  The tes t  animals were fas ted  for  24-hours pr ior  
t o  treatment and w e r e  not given w a t e r  during exposures. They
w e r e  observed during the  exposure periods f o r  mor ta l i t i es  and signs
of tox ic i ty , - and  14 days after treatment. 

Weight range of t es t  animals: 200 grams 

Weight p e r  p e t r i  d i sh ,  pe r  day: 5 grams 

Signs of Toxicity: All rats w e r e  normal during and after 
t e s t i n g  a k t e r  5 exposures of concentrated vapors of Safidon 50 W. 

Additional Comments: The test  material was not reweighed after 
treatment as the  compound absorbed moisture from the air. 
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
